Such was the observation made this 
morning by A, M, Wiseman, deputy 
trade commissioner, attached to His 
Majesty's trade commissioner's office 
in Winnipeg, 

Mr. Wiseman’s office serves for the 
promotion’ of the sale of British goods 
in Canada, and is under the depart- 
ment of overseas trade, London. The 
deputy commissioner, who has now 
lived in the west for eight years, spoke 
enthusiastically of the tremendous 
growth he had seen during that time, 
a growth which, he said smilingly was 
making Winnipeg a little anxious and 
a little more ‘ambitious, 

Saskatoon, he thought, would be the 
logical distributing point for the Hud 
son Bay railway, and if that became | 
an accomplished fact, there would b« 
no limit to development here. The 
opening up of the northern mineral 
area means a great deal to Mr, Wise- 
man and the representatives of 
British firms, for there is a great 
field for the sale of mining machinery, 
& quantity of which, manufactured in 
Great Britain, has been sold in nor 
thern Ontario and British Columbia. 

Discussing the recent visit to Sask- 
atoon of B, G. Shorten, director of two 
large British firms which manufacture 
agricultural and road-making machin- | 
ery, Mr. Wiseman said that the | 
British manufacturer was fully alive | 
to the necessity of giving service and 
supplying spare paris at a moment’s 
notice, As a matter of fact, he said, | 
quite a number of Diesel oil engines, 
and some electric motors were being | 
sold for use in elevators at country | 
points and elsewhere, | 

Of some 600 British manufacturers | 
circularized on the prospects for trade 
in Canada, some 60 had already signi-

PRODUCED FERTILIZER 
FOR SOIL OF WEST 
ay 

TORONTO—The rehabilitation of 
the soil of the western provinces 
through the use of nitrate fertilizer 
developed by electricity, possibly in 
northern Manitoba, is visioned by 
Professor J, Watson Bain, head of the 
chemical engineering branch of the 
faculty of applied science, University 
of Toronto, 

Addressing the» Toronto Electric 
club, Prof, Bain said that by passing 
the component parts of water and air 
through a simple chemical process, 
ammonium nitrate, the best and most 
concentrated fertilizer known, could

“IT believe,” he said, “that before 
Many years pass we will have to 
supply fertilizer to the west. They 
have been ‘mining’ the ground there 
in the production of wheat. In Ger- 
many, to show how important fertili- 
zerg are to Canada, it is not uncom- 
mon to produce forty bushels of wheat 
to the acre. In Ontario the average 
production is twelve bushels.” 

Before many years, Professor Bain 
believed a great plant would be in- 
stalled on some of the northern rivers 
running into HudSon Bay, where 
electric power could be developed. 
Water would be taken from the river 
to obtain its hydrogen content and 
nitrogen would be removed from the 
air, The two could be united to form 
the great basic element of plant food. 
He was of the opinion rock phosphate 
could be found in the same area and 
that coke could be freighted in to 
complete the manufacture of phos- 
phorus in the huge electric furnaces, 
which would derive their heating pow- 
er from the harnessed waters of the 
river.
